The site of the explosion is deecribed as wild mountainous country, 
about ten miles eset of Rodeo, Now Mexico and about five miles from the 
ranches of Ura hd Et, WEIS The nearest emergency landing 
field by plane ie mid to be at Rodeo, ‘The site is about seventy-five 
miles by automobiie from Douglas.
